December, 1938. The principal function assigned to the 
Committee at that time was the holding of All-Tndia and 
Regional Cattle and Poultry Shows. In 1955, the Committee 
established a Sales Intelligence Service for facilitating the 
purchase, transport, vaccination etc, of livestock intended for 
export to foreign countries, 


2, In pursuance of the recommendations contained in the 
HQth Report (2nd Lok Sabha) of the Estimate® Committee 
(1959-60) to the effect that the feasibility of reducing the 
existing number of organisations by amalgamating the func- 
tions thereof should be considered by Government, the ques- 
tion of continuance or otherwise of the National Livestock 
Committee as a separate organisation has been under consi- 
deration of the Government of Tndia for some time past, 
faking all factors into consideration, it has now been decided 
that it is no longer necessary to continue the Committee as a 
separate organisation. The function of the Committee relat- 
ing lo the organisation of cattle and poultry shows is, accord- 
ingly, being taken over by the Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research with effect from 1st April, 1964 while that relating to 
the purchase of livestock intended for export has been assign- 
ed to the State Directors of Animal Husbandry. The National 
Livestock Committee will thus cease to exist from 1st April, 
1964. 

3. The Government of India, late Education, Health and 
Lands Department, Resolution No. 142/38-A, dated the 15th 
December, 1938 is hereby cancelled.

No. 5L-22H3)/60. — The Ship-Building and Ship Repairing 
Industry in India has been experiencing serious difficulties owing 
to lack of essential equipment, high cost and shortage of 
materials, inadequate port facilities and foreign competition. 
There has also been a sharp decline in the foreign exchange 
earnings from repairs to foreign ships. This has resulted in 
idle capacity and consequent shrinkage of the ship repairing 
industry and flight of technical personnel to other industries. 

2, In their report submitted to Government in 1959, the 
Ship Repairs Committee, set up by the Government of India 
to examine the question of improvement of ship repair 
facilities in Indian Ports, had recommended inter alia that a 
suitable Ajl-Jndia Advisory Committee and Local Advisory 
Committees at Calcutta and Bombay should be set up to 
advise Government in all matters concerning development of 
Ship Repairs Industry in the country such as improvements 
in repair facilities, repair-berth and dry-dock programmes, 
shortage of materials required for the industry etc. 

3. With the expansion of the Indian Merchant fleet, the 
necessity for the expansion of the ship repairing and ship- 
building facilities in the country needs no emphasis. The 
Government of India have considered the recommendations 
of the Ship Repairs Committee and after examining the exist- 
ing position have come to the conclusion that it would be 
sufficient for the present if an All-India Advisory Committee 
is set up to meet alternately at Calcutta and Bombay, or at 
such places as the Chairman may find it necessary. With a 
view to bring together all interests concerned in an endeavour 
to develop unified approach to solve the problems facing the 
ship-building and ship repairing industry, it has accordingly 
been decided to constitute a Council known as the Central 
Advisory Council for Shlp-Buitding and Ship Repairing with 
the following composition 

(i) The Minister of Transport will be the President but 
the day to day functions of the Council will devolve 
on the Chairman.

(ii) Dr. Nagendra Singh will be the Chairman of the 
Council, and will, in the absence of the President, 
preside over the meetings of the Council. 


Members 

(iii) Six representatives of the Ship-building Yards, one 
each to be nominated by the Hindustan Shipyard, 
Garden Reach Workshop, Mazagon Dock, Alcock 
Ashdown, Bombay, Shalimar Works Ltd., Calcutta, 
and Binny’s Engineering Works Ltd., Madras. 

(iv) Five representatives of the shipping companies 
composed of one representative or public sector, 
two representatives of the Coastal Conference and*, 
two representatives of Ocean-going shipping 
companies. 

(v) One representative each of the Ministry of Defence 
and the Ministry of Transport dealing with ship- , 
building industry. 

(vi) The technical officers of the Directorate General of 
Shipping, namely the Chief Surveyor with the Govt, 
of India and the Nautical Adviser, to the Govt, of 
India. 

(vii) Rear Admiral Daya Shankar (I, N. Retd.) 

(viii) Rear Admiral T. B. Bose (I, N. Retd) 

Membe r-S ecretary 

(ix) Shri Govind H. Seth, Deputy Director General (Sr.), 
Bombay. 

(x) The Council will have the power to coopt members 
as and when required both from officers of the 
Govt, of India of the concerned Ministries including 
the Port Authorities as well as from non-official 
bodies such as the Classification Societies and Cham- 
bers of Commerce as well as the Indian Engineering 
Association. 

4. The functions of' the Council will be to advise the 
Central Government : — 

(a) on all matters relating to ship-building and ship 
repairing industries including their development; and 

(b) on such other matters as the Central Government 
may refer to the Council for advice from time to 
time. 

5. The Council will meet at least three: times a year and 
more often, if necessary, at such place as may be decided by 
the Chairman of the Council. 

6. The official members will draw travelling and daily 
allowances at the rates admissible under the rules issued by 
the Central Government from time to time. 

7. Non-official members will be entitled to draw T.A and 
D.A. at the rates admissible under the rules issued by the 
Central Government from time to time. 

8. Apart from the travelling and daily allowances mention- 
ed above, the members will not be entitled to any other 
remuneration.
